Marx Followed—All Three Men Have Bloody Record of

For Liberty.

Chicago, /vprll 22. 10:37 a. m.—As 


planned Xeldermelor was hung first. 
He was led to the place whore ihe 
gallows wore erected and at 
10:31! 


the trap was swung and ho In now 
dying slowly. 
Marx and Van Dine 


will be brought to the gallows 
na 


soon as Neldermoler's body Is cut 
down after, heirs pronounced 
dead. 


Ho died without any tdgiiK of repent- 
nnco and without accepting tho Chris- 
tian religion. 


Neldermeler Cut Down 


After Neldenneler's, body was re- 


moved Jailer Whitman tested 
tho 


rope for tho second victim. Ho then 
returned to tho chapel In the Deb- 
tore prison and escorted Marx to the 
scaffold. 
Marx .walked unassisted 


and submitted quietly to bo strapped. 
He was praying when the drop fell. 
He fell heavily and his body moved 
in convulsions for 
two 
minutes. 


Death mailed in' six minutes, 
me 
priests prayed over the- body until 
It was cut down. 


Van Dine Prays 


"When Jailer Whitman returned for 


Van Dine he found him at prayers 
In' the chapel. He bent his eyes to 
the crucifix and began 
his 
death 


march. 
He held his head erect to 


permit to adjustment of tho noose. 
He WOK uttering a prayer wlion tho 
<lrop fell at clcven-flfty-flvc.

was almost Instantaneous, his neck 
being broken. 


The Last Night 
Neldermeler. -weak and pale from 


the -double -attempt at-suicide.' stub- 
bornly refused to embrace 
religion. 


Joking and laughing with the death 
watch .and: rsmoklng cigarettes 
tho 


greater part of the night; 
isolated 


from Van1 Dine and' Marx his compan- 
ions in crime, who wore converted to 
the' Christian faith and spent 
the 
night In peaceful 
(dumber. 
These 


were tho Incidents that marked tho 
closing hours of tho automatic trio. 
' Eat Breakfast 


Marx and Van Dino arose at six, 


ate their 'breakfast and at seven en- 
gaged In prayer. 
Mamie Dunn. Von 


Dlne's sweetheart, called nt tho Jail 
and left a clean, white, silk shroud. 
This was taken to the man's cell. The 
two men then spent an hour In the 
chapel with two sisters of 
mercy, 


praying and reading 
the 
prayer- 


Ixxiks. 


Neldermclcr went to sleep nt flve 


and awoko at seven when called by 
Jailer Whitman. He asked to bo let 
alone. Then ho ate breakfast.

At ten o'clock Jailer Whitman not- 


ified tho condemned men 
to 
got 


ready for the end. 
Fifty policemen 


kept the curious crowds of thousands 
of men. women and children away 
from tho entrance and the 
streets 


leading to the Jail. A delay was cans- 
od by Ncldcrmclor'8. refusal to per- 
mit the guards to escort him to the 
gallows. He was carried through tho 
long corridor, thousands of prisoners 
shouting "hats off" as ho 
passed. 


Noldormelcr was jialo and trembling. 
Ho refused to stand on tho drop and 
was seat In a chair which foil with 
his body. Neldormclor's pulso 
was 


strong for five minutes and he was 
not dead until nine had passed. The 
physicians said he was conscious for 
several minutes after the drop fell 
and know what was taking place. 


Eight murders were committed by 


the youthful desperadoes known as 
the "car ham bandits." Neldermolor, 
their leader, before his 
execution, 


confessed to having killed live addi- 
tional men whoso names he did not 
know. 
All the crimes of the trio 


were characterized by tho same ab- 
sence of morn) souse that Is display- 
ed by tho beast of prey when It de- 
stroys a victim. None of them 
had 


pity or remorse. 
They practlcod 


shooting with automatic pistols 
in 


order that they could slay with great- 
er facility. Their professional pride 
manifested Itself In displaying Hkill 
on human targets. 
Criminal annals 


nowhere havo produced more soulless 
or pitiless monsters than these beard- 
less boys. 
They were products of 


avallsm and degeneracy. Bach mur- 
derer had n drunken father. 
They 


grew up In Chicago's slums; restrict- 
ed by poverty, whatever vestige of 
moral character they had destroyed 
by their own Inebrlty. They frequent- 
ed "saw-dust" saloons where 
exam- 


ples In crime furnished them early 
inspiration. 
They rea.l nickel novels 


In a "boys' athletic club" and begun 
their criminal course by stealing lead 
pipe from vacant houses. Van Dine, 
massive and gorilla-like, excited the 
admiration of his fellows by display- 
Ing strength. 
His great hairy paws 


were his pride. 
All that was mur- 


derous In his nature was appealed to 
by his companions' praise of h T i prow- 
ess. 
Neldermeler was lithe und ac- 


tive, feline In the stoalthlness of his 
movements, ami an unerring pistol 
shot. 
He was possessed of low cun- 


ning and ability to plan which made 
him the leader. Marx was tall, ath- 
letic and a good marksman. Nolder- 
meler selected the others as his ac- 


land Iprcpai'ed tholr 
ex- 


ploits. 
Neldermeler served a term 


In tho bridewell for n petty tholt. On 
his release ho went west. Upon his 
return ho boasted of two murders 
and many successful robberies "out 
west.". Two men were killed In Col- 
orado Springs. Col., by highwaymen, 
who were never arrested. A uecllun 
foreman was murdered for a silver 
watch and a few dollars. 
Nolder- 


nielor showed newspaper clippings of 
these exploits and told the others ho 
was their hero. He showed thei:i un 
"automatic" pistol and 
gave 
vliein 


money to buy similar weapons. 
It 


was agreed that they should go "Into 
business" as highwaymen. If one was 
captured the others wore to dynamite 
the police station and rescue him. A 
cowardly, slow-witted lounger at tho 
club. Emit Roeskl, was taken 
Into 


their confidence. 
He carried their 


weapons and tools when they order- 
ed hl:n to do so. 


On July 0, 11103, before midnight, 


the gang held up a saloon at 1820 
North Ashland avenue. Roeskl enter- 
ed and ordered a glass of beer. His 
confederates 
followed, 
pistols 
In 


hand. The saloon keeper and patrons 
Mod. The robbers emptied their pis- 
tols at the fleeing men, Killing Otto 
Rainier, a half grown boy. 


Almost nightly thereafter tho band- 


Its robbed saloons and pedestrians 
until August 2, -when they killed It. 
C. La Cross and Adolph Jensen in n 
saloon at 2120 West North avenue.. 
Tho bandits ceased .operations until 
search for. them had subsided. Real- 
izing their' danger they planned 
a 


"big job" and a "get-away." At 3 a. 
m., August 30. Noldormulot^Vau-Dlnu 
and Marx hold up the street car barns 
at filst and State streets. 
FraniVC 


Stewart, a cashier, had the day's re- 
ceipts on a desk before him. Edmond 
and Henry Hlchl. clerks, wore assist- 
ing him In counting the money. James 
Johnson, a motorman, lay asleep on 
a bench by the door communicating 
with the employes' waiting 
room. 


Neldermeler approached a window n 
few feet distant. 
ITo thrust a pistol 


through a panncl of glass and emp- 
tied It at the three clerks. 
Marx 


rushed Into the waiting room. John- 
son opened his eyes to discover the 
cause of the noise and Marx shot 
him through the head. 
Van Dine, 


sledge hammer in hand, burst in the 
door of the cashier's room. 
Ulchl 


staggered Into a closet and hid there, 
stanching the tlow of blood from n 
wound and watching tho robbers. Ed- 
mon lay on the floor on his face and 
feigned death. Stewart and Johnson 
were slain outright. The throe band- 
Its ran Into the room, scooped up the 
$2,i"iOO and escaped. They divided the 
money' at daylight In a park. 
Be- 


fore their departure from the city to 
oscapo tho police. Van Dine and Neld- 
ermeler held up u suburban express 
and ticket olflco op the Chicago & 
North-Western railroad and failed In 
an attempt to dynamite the tracks 
so they could rob a train. The ban- 
dits lied from tho city. Throe months 
later they returned to rob other car 
barns. 
"Detective * John Qulnn and 


! William Blaul learned that Marx hail 
! a pistol of the kind lined by the car 
' bain robbers. They found him 
In 


Greonberg's saloon, Addson and Rob- 
ey streets, on the night of November 
22. The officers discovered Marx by 
looking over Ihe curtain of a side 
door. Ho stood by the bar holding a 
glass of beer In bis hand, the other 
hand resting on the handle of a re- 
volver that protruded from his poc- 
ket. 


Qulnn an:i ;;';«;:! separated and ent- 


ered the saloon. Qulnn by the side 
door behind Marx, Hlaul through the 
front door, before him. 
On Ulaul'H 


entrance Marx Jerked out his pistol 
! and leveled It nt the detective. 
He 


heard Qulnn behind him nn:l wheeled, 
shooting the latter through the abdo- 
men. 
Hlaul and Marx emptied their 


pistols at each other. Tho detective 
wounded the desperado several times 
and escaped unscathed. 


Marx fell at his foot by n telephone. 


j Hlaul kicked Marx's pistol from his 
hand, covering him and using the tele- 
phone to call for a patrol wagon. Af- 
tor three days* confinement Marx bo 
Moved bis companions deserted him 
and 
he 
confessed to the numerous 


crimes they had 
committed. 
Van 


Dine, Neldermeler and Roeskl were 
within n block of the police station

the gallows was hammered together 
under their colls preparatory to tho 
execution of Louis Pesant on April 
l. 
r>, ono week before their own execu- 
tion did the bandits realize their Im- 
pending fate. Van Dine. Noldermeler 
and Marx wore sentenced to dlo tit- 
gother. 
Roeskl was tried separately 


and later for the murder of Hauder. 
When asked If he had a dying wish 
Neldermeler replied: 
"Let. me swim: 


first so I can got to 
first and 


kick that squealer Marx In the face 
when he gets there." 


Van Dine Is descended from a Gor- 


man family, having a patent of no- 
bility gained by his ancestors serving 
In the fighting"clan of a princn. They 
wore rewarded by social distinction 
and a grant of laud. Van nine's im- 
pulses were duo to aval Ism. 
Pos- 


sessed of latent mental power he was 
at» Intellectual pervert. 


Neldermeler was an example of nr- 


rested moral development. Marx wns| 
mentally deficient. 
Ho had a man's 


statute and appearance but tho mind 
of a more animal. 
Hoeskl Is mlcro- 


cophallc, with the skull and mental 
processes of an Infant. 
The stig- 


mata of criminal degeneracy was In 
the facial, cranial and 
chlmgnomlc 


characteristics of each of the 
ban- 


dits. Noted crlmlnologlats say these 
perverted youths wore 
foredoomed 


by parental conditions and all tho In- 
fluence of society could 
not 
avail 


against criminal impulses as strong 
as theirs. Van nine and Noldermeler 
became devout members of the Rom- 
an Catholic church and derived con- 
solations from the 
dally 
ministra- 
tions of tho priest who accompanied 
them to tho gallows and held a cruci- 
fix before their eyes as the caps wero 
adjusted.

It Is a notable proof of the effect

sen or liadgox of some sort and1 when 
the. lielolt team returned home the 
manager fount! he was out of pocket. 


This treatment of Beloit has been 


customary for several years and the 
college has been' patient with Vile ov 
eibcarlng attitude of the 
varsity.
